RESPONSE TO SPECIES ELECTION 

Dear Sirs: 

In response to the Species Election dated August 5, 2005, Applicants hereby 
respond as follows. 

In response to the first species election, Applicants hereby elect a scrubbing 
product wherein the attachment structure comprises stitching. Claims 4-8, 17, 36, 47- 
53, 56-60, and 62 read on this species election. 

With respect to the second species election, Applicants hereby elect a 
scrubbing product wherein the liquid absorbent structure comprises a tissue laminate. 
Claims 3, 27, 28 and 63 read on this species election. 
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With respect to the third species election, Applicants hereby elect a scrubbing 
product wherein the abrasive substrate comprises a wrapped configuration. Claims 
12, 29-31, 35, and 41-46 read on this election. 

Applicants submit that claims 1 , 2, 18 and 21-26 are generic to the species 
elections. 

Based upon the above elections, claims 9, 10, 1 1, 13-16, 19, 20, 32-34, 37-40, 
54, 55, 61 and 64-91 are withdrawn. Applicants submit, however, that should any 
generic claim be allowed, then all claims dependent upon a generic claim should be 
allowed as well. 
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
